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REMARKS 

Favorable reconsideration of this application is respectfully requested in view 
of the previous amendments and the following remarks. Claims 46-77 are pending. 
Claims 46 and 51 are amended. Claims 66-77 are withdrawn from consideration. 

Claims 46-65 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent No. 7,000,001 to Lazaridis. 

Applicants previously filed a declaration along with an exhibit pursuant to 37 
C.F.R. § 1.131 establishing invention by inventor Takenori Idehara prior to the 
Laziridis reference's earliest priority date. Subsequently, Applicants filed a chart 
explaining how the exhibit corresponds to the claimed invention. In the Official 
Action, the Examiner asserts that the declaration is insufficient because the chart 
does not sufficiently explain how the exhibit corresponds to the claimed invention. 
Specifically, the Examiner asserts that the copying machine A and the mobile 
telephone D of embodiment 7 of the exhibit cannot together correspond to the 
recited data transmission device because the copying machine A and mobile 
telephone D are "separate devices". 

While Applicants disagree, the attached chart explains how embodiment 1 of 
the exhibit also corresponds to the claimed invention while rendering moot the 
Examiner's issue with the previous chart. Specifically, in embodiment 1, the copying 
machine A corresponds to the recited data transmission device. Additionally, Claims 
46 and 51 are amended to clarify that the second transmission unit is for transmitting 
to the data receiving device a signal for starting communication based on the device 
information using the data network. 
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In view of the foregoing, the Lazaridis reference is removed as prior art with 
respect to the subject matter of Claims 46-65, and withdrawal of the rejections of 
Claims 46-65 as being anticipated by Lazaridis is respectfully requested. 

Early and favorable action with respect to this application is respectfully 
requested.
